BCC students and faculty 
accustomed to lenient en- 
forcement of campus parking 
regulations may be in for an 
expensive surprise _ this 
semester due to new regulations 
that took effect Jan. 1. 

The new parking regulations 
include raising fines, using 
wheel locks and towing more 
cars. 

“We don’t want to tow cars,” 
said head security officer Jeff 
Miller. ‘‘But we will if we have 
to,” he said, explaining the new 
BCC parking policy. 

According to Miller, cars 
pakred in handicapped parking 
zones are most likely to be 
towed. ‘‘There’s no reason for 
(non-handicapped drivers) 
parking in handicapped areas. 
Not for an hour, not for five 
minutes,” he said. The new 
regulations arose from com- 
plaints from faculty members 
and handicapped students who 
were finding their spaces oc- 
cupied by unauthorized 
vehicles, according to vice 
president of student affairs, 
John Pierog. Pierog chaired the 
Campus Safety and Security 
Committee, which drafted the 
regulations. 

“Yes, there will be tow trucks 
on campus,” Pierog said. ‘‘But 
usually, once a few cars have 
been towed, the problem goes 
away for a while,” he said. 

“Mainly, what the new policy 
does is raise the fines sub- 
stantially and spell out the 
enforcement of the rules, most 
of which already existed. The 
real difference this semester 
will be stricter enforcement,” 
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he said. . 

In addition to raising the fines 
to $25 in many cases, the new 
regulations call for the use of a 
wheel-locking device known as 
a wheel ‘‘boot’’ to immobilize 
the illegally parked car until the 
fine has been paid. Pierog said 
BCC hasn’t yet purchased any 
of the boots but probably will do 
so sometime during the 
semester. 

“We’re not really concerned 

about the cost of the boots 
(estimated at $100 to $125) 
because they will pay for 
themselves,’’ he said, in 
reference to the automatic $25 
fine which will accompany the 
boot. 
According to Miller, en- 
forcement will be lenient during 
the first two or three weeks of 
the semester. ‘“‘We will issue 
warnings instead of tickets 
while people familiarize 
themselves with the 
regulations,” he said. 

However, cars parked in 
handicapped zones or in 
hazardous locations, such as 
fire lanes, will be subject to 
towing even during the ad- 
justment period, he pointed out. 

“These offenses will receive 
the - strictest _ enforcement 
throughout the semester,”’ 
Miller said. 

Following the first three 
weeks of the semester, security 
will be ‘‘very selective’ about 
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issuing warnings, Miller said. 
“By then, people are expected 
to know the rules, and will be 
towed or ticketed if they 
disregard them,’’ he said. ~ 
The fine for first offense 
parking violations is $5 and 
each subsequent violation 
raises the fine by $5 to a 
maximum of $25.

Parking illegally in a han- 
dicapped zone will result in an 
automatic $25.00 fine and-or 
‘towing or booting. 

Although the new regulations 
state “‘it is within the letter of 
policy and regulations to tow 
any illegally parked vehicles,” 
Miller said that towing will be 


used primarily to remove cars 
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from hazardous locations or 
handicapped zones. Prior to 
towing, every effort will be 
made to reach the owner so that 
he or she can voluntarily move 
the ticketed vehicle.” 


An unregistered vehicle is — 


more likely to be towed because 
it’s harder to identify and locate 
the driver, Miller said.

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Women grads get fewer job offers 


NEWARK, DE _ (CPS)— 
Despite a three-decade upturn 
in the number of women ear- 
ning Ph. D.s, a new study shows 
men with doctoral degrees still 
far outnumber women in most 
fields. 

Women Ph. D.s, moreover, 
have a tougher time finding jobs 
and earning promotions. 

The researchers studied 
academic hiring patterns, and 
even submitted two versions of 
a resume—one with a man’s 
name, the other with a 
woman’s-—for a college teaching 


position. 

“The male was evaluated as 
deserving an _ associate 
professorship,’’ reports 


’ 


Florence Geis, a University of 
Delaware psychologist who co- 
authored the. study. ‘‘The 
female was evaluated for only 
an assistant professorship.” 

It's a subtle 
discrimination,’’ she says. 
“Women are not seen as in- 
telligent.”’ 

There are more women with 
doctorates around to suffer 
discrimination, too. 

In 1971, women earned only 
14.3 percent of all doctoral 
degrees, the National Center for 
Education Statistics (NCES), 
says. The numbers jumped to 
24.3 percent in 1977. 

This year, the NCES expects 
women will earn 37 percent, or 


12,400 of the 33,600 Ph.D.s 
granted nationwide. 

One reason for the male 
dominance is “self-selection,” 
Gels explains. “Until a few 
years ago, many more men 
than women chose to go to grad 
school.” 

“We can certainly say the 
percentage of women Ph.D.s in 
the biological and physical 
sciences is going up, too, ”’ she 
adds. 

The increasing percentages 
are encourageing, researcher 
Geis admits, but women Ph.D.s 
still are rare in most 
traditionally male disciplines. 

Despite a 100 percent 
enrollment increase of women 


in law, only two percent of all 
law Ph.D.s are earned by 
women, she points out. 

“Unintentional discrimin- 
ation” by university admissions 
officers often diminishes the 
ranks of women doctoral 
candidates, Geis notes. 

A Stanford University study 
suggests colleges combat 
discrimination by informing 
female students when they 
score higher on Graduate 
Record Exams than male 
graduate students. : 

After graduation, however, 
Geis’s study reveals women 
Ph.D.s are five times more 
likely than men to be unem- 
ployed.

Long lines. High prices. Rip- 
off refunds. Constant textbook 
changes to boost profits. Sound 
familiar. If you haven’t said 
such things about the BCC 
bookstore, you have probably 
heard someone else make them. 

While admitting some of the 
problems exist, the two people 
who run the bookstore say most 
of the problems are caused by 
factors beyond their control. 

Textbook manager Donna M. 
Firenze said she wished the 
bookstore had a better image. 

“Our purpose is to help the 
student and we do our best,” 
said Firenze. 

That sentiment is echoed by 
Daniel D. DeVona, stock 
supervisor for the Campus 
Store. 

“Things aren’t simple here at 
the bookstore,’ said DeVona, 
“to make things easier for the 
students because education is 
valuable and you’re trying to 
better yourself.”’ 

Contrary to the popular 
misconception, the BCC 
Bookstore is not operated for 
profit. It is a non-profit 
organization that worked under 
the supervision of the Faculty-

supervisor. 


Student Association. 

The bookstore, located in the 
Student Center, makes its 
revenue by volume sales, not by 
marking up prices. Any profit 
goes to the FSA which spends 
the money on the college. The 
need for a campus bookstore 
prompted the formation of the 
FSA. 

When BCC first opened the 
former “Fowlers Department 
Store, in downtown Binghamton 
agreed to order and sell the

required textbooks and supplies 
for the college but after losing 
money, Fowlers withdrew and 
the BCC bookstore came about. 

“Just about. every student 
uses the bookstore for his 
textbook needs,’ said Daniel 
DeVona, stock supervisor of the 
store. 

“Lack of space and registers 
cause the long lines,” said 
Firenze. ‘Different professors 
for classes like philosophy and 
History use different textbooks 
for the same courses. If 
everybody could come once that 
would be very convenient.”’ 

Firenze, a former BCC 
student who has worked in the 
bookstore for seven and a half 
years said ‘‘editions have to be 
changed regularly so that 
students get the most up-to-date 
material whether its dental 
hygiene, nursing or computers.” 

“The publishers put out a new 
edition every two or three years 
and the chairperson of each 
department makes the selection 
of textbooks, not us,” said 
Firenze. 

The bookstore has two 
policies when it comes to 
returning books for refunds. 
For a full refund, you must 


return the book within two .-

bookstore conducts its own book 
buyback. BCC offers about half 
the list price for a used book 
where the wholesaler offers a 
third of the list price. 

The textbook publishers put 
out a new edition every few 
years so that college bookstores 
can’t constantly buy back and 
sell used text books.’’ When a 
department switches texts, like 
recently Business Math, the 
only thing we can do is offer the 


wholesalers’ price,’ said 
DeVona. 
Besides textbooks, the 


bookstore also offers general 
school supplies like, pens, paper 
and pencils, traditional college 
bookstores items, like BCC 
shirts and hats or enscribed 
notebooks, and gift items like 
brass frames, postcards and 
stuffed animals. 

“T challenge any store’s price 
on any red sticker gift item,” 
said DeVona, who is in charge 
of shipping and receiving 
materials for the bookstore. 

“Hopefully in the future we’ll 
be moved into a bigger space 
and then we'll be able to

Big families, bad high schools 
to blame for low test scores 


(CPS)—Large families, 
working mothers and bad high 
schools are to blame for the 
decline in college entrance 
exam scores, two new studies 
assert. 

Studies over the years, 
however, have traced the long 
decline in average scores— 
Scholastic Aptitute Test (SAT) 
scores fell yearly since 1963 
before beginning to level off in 
1982—to sixties social upheaval, 
television, education budget 

- cuts, lax school discipline and 
even atmospheric nuclear 
testing. 


But people would do better to 
blame the large families 
popular in the fifties for the 
drops in SAT and ACT 
(American College Testing) 
Scores, Loyola College of 
Baltimore researcher Richard 
Franke contended in a report 
released over the holidays. 

“Small children learn better 
from their parents, not from 
siblings,” he explains. “Lots of 
kids in a family dilute the effect 
of the stimulation by the 
parents.”’ 

_Franke claims SAT scores of 
siblings in large families, where

children receive less individual 
personal attention, can drop an 
average of 20 points per child. 

While Education Testing 
Service (ETS) researcher 
William Fetters agrees 
Franke’s study probably is 
accurate, a new ETS survey 
pins the low scores on 
decreased emphasis on 
academics among high school 
seniors. - 


“The decline of college 
entrance exam scores is only a 


blip in the perspective of the 
twentieth century.” 


BCC trustees approve 
policy to prohibit weapons 


BCC’s Board of Trustees 
passed a resolution restricting 


firearms by college security 
while on campus at December 
20, 1984 meeting. 

This resolution instructs the 
college administration to 
develop a memoranda of un- 
derstanding between the college 
and Broome County Security, to 
implement the new policy. 

Under the policy, any and all 
security officers assigned to the 
campus are not to wear or use 
firearms or weapons on the 


campus. : 
“The purpose for the memo of 
understanding is to insure that

both sides (the college  ad- 
ministration and B.C. security) 
understand the policy com- 
pletely,”” said Marvin J. Behr, 
director of community 
relations. 

But the resolution allows 
guards to wear arms during 
money transfers, in BCC’s case, 
Brinks’ pickups. 


The issue stirred concern 
from students and lead to a 
student demonstration in 
December, which drew 27 
picketors in the front of the

Marquee is BCC’s bulletin board

As you drive past the college, 
you can’t help but notice the 
marquee out in front. 

It may have reminded you of 
a basketball game _ that 
weekend, the school play, or the 
registration dates. 

The marquee has not always 
been out in front of the campus, 
however. It was originally the 
marquee for the Sheraton Hotel 
in downtown Binghamton. 
When the hotel closed in 1973 the 
sign was bought by a local sign 
company. 

Marvin Behr, BCC vice 
president for community 
relations, and other members of 
tne college administration 
thought it would be an ideal 
thing for the college. 

Placed so it can be seen by 
anyone driving by the college on 
Front Street, college officials 
figured it would be a great way 
to inform the community of 
campus events. 

However the college was 
unable to buy the marquee right 
away because it was in the 
middle of the year and there 
was no money budgeted for it. 

Not giving up, Behr said he 
went to the Alumni Association 
and suggested it buy the 
marquee and donate it to the 
college, which it did. Behr 
reminds his readers of this 
piece of history about the 
marquee on the marquee about 
once a year. 

Behr said he decides on the 
messages himself, sometimes 
conferring with other people. 

“I’m not being a czar about 
it,” he said. “It’s just that 
someone has to make sure that 
messages are put up.” 

He said the public is the 
major target of the sign, so

people will get an idea of the 
diversity of events going on at 
BCC. 


Behr said the messages are 
college-related. He said he 
sometimes has to turn down 
requests for messagss to be put 
up from off-campus 
organizations. 

“If we start putting up other 
messages, we will get too many 
requests and not have enough 
space for campus news,”’ said 
Behr. ‘‘Also, by putting up a 
message from such an 
organization, we’re giving tacit 
approval of that organization 
which we don’t want to do.” 

The only non-campus related 
messages that have been up are 
things like ‘‘Merry Christmas” 
or “Drive Safely over Labor 
Day Weekend,” Behr said. 

Behr said he keeps in mind 
that people are driving when 
they read the sign so he keeps 
the message simple and avoids 
unintelligible abbreviations. He 


’ said if he uses a phone number 


on the sign it is usually the 
college information number 
(771-5000) which is easy to 
remember. 

When the marquee was first 
put up the same message was 
put on both sides, but that has 
changed. 

What is on the sign is changed 
about once a week, sometimes 
two or three times a week if 
possible, said Behr. The 
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marquee is also kept filled year 
round, sometimes creating a 
problem as to what to put on it. 

“Tt’s either a case of feast or 
famine,’’ said Behr. 
“Sometimes we have a lot of 
things to put up and sometimes 
we have nothing.”’ 

When there are a lot of things 
that could go on the marquee, 
Behr said he tries to combine 
the information and also have 
the message changed sooner 
than it would be. 

Behr keeps an eye on the 
campus calendar, but he said 
sometimes it’s hard to think of 
anything. 

When this happens he has a 
backlog of information that he 
uses, such as the fact that the 
marquee was donated by the 
Alumni Association. 

After Behr decides on the 
message, he gives it to his 
secretary who gets the letters 
and puts them in a box for 
maintenance to pick up. 
Maintenance then puts the 
message on the marquee. 

Behr said he prepares a list of 
messages to go on the marquee 
before he goes on vacation. 

He said the only time there 
isn’t a message on the marquee 
is when there is a storm war- 
ning. He said this because 
strong winds blow the letters off 
and maintenance removes the 
letters beforehand. 
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SGA: The people

your activity fee

Ask most BCC students what 


they think of the Student 
Government Association and 
you’re likely to get a shrug and 
a “what’s that?” 

Yet SGA, which js the 
student’s official voice on 
campus, decides how most of 
the $26 student activity fee will 
be spent, and indirectly is 
responsible for most non- 
academic activities on campus. 

SGA is run by a president, 
James Williams, and four other 
executive officers including a 
vice-president for academic 
concerns; vice-president for 
student activities; vice- 
president for financial affairs; 
and a student trustee. The SGA 
also includes representatives 
from the freshman and senior 
classes. 

It meets once a week on 
Tuesdays at 5 p.m. in the Wales 
conference room. Although the 
meetings are open to the public, 
they generally draw few out- 
siders. The rest of the time, 
officers can be found in the SGA 
office, B206, where their 
schedules are posted on the 
door. 

Williams said SGA’s major 
role is to ‘‘represent students, 
their interests and make an 
effort to find out what students’ 
interests are.’’ Although SGA is 
the students’ only official voice 
on campus it is viewed 
primarily as advisory. 

John J. Pierog, vice-president 
of financial affairs and SGA 
adviser, said he sees the SGA as 
more of a ‘‘recommending 
group” instead of having 
distinct powers. 

Williams agrees that SGA isa 
recommending body, but added 
that it has influence and is 
consulted on many issues af- 
fecting students. 

He said it is rare that an’ of- 
ficial would overrule a decision 
made by the SGA. 

Pierog said that the only time 
the SGA would be overruled was 
“when the SGA wants to do 
something against school 
policy.”’ 

School officials want student 
input and the SGA is invited to 
meetings of college ad- 
ministrators Williams said. 

Patrick Pavilonis, last year’s 
SGA adviser, said the best 
situation is a healthy com- 
munication between the SGA 
and the administration. 

The role college  ad- 
ministrators play in SGA affairs 
was demonstrated in the recent 
controversy over how many 
representatives SGA should 
send to Chicago. SGA initially 
planned to send eight people to 
Chicago and sent registration 
fees for eight to the conference 
organizers. After SGA was 
criticized for sending so many, 
the number was cut from eight 
to three members. Williams 
announced the change following 
meeting between himself, 
Pierog and Gary Finch. SGA 
did not take up the matter until 
four days later and never took a 


vote on it. Williams still con- 


tends the decision to send only 
three SGA members to the 
convention was made by the 
SGA, not school officials. 

The new constitution the SGA 
is working on will not change 
the power of the SGA said 
Pierog, but what it will do is 
eliminate many of the con- 
tradictions in the past con- 
Stitutions. “If they could just 
get the constitution done, they 
will have been extremely 
successful,”’ he said. 

In the last month, SGA has 
drawn criticism from the newly 
formed group .called Student 
Club for Action, which has 
charged SGA_ with not 
representing students’ needs. 

Williams counters this year’s 
SGA is greatly improved over 
last and is working to expand 
student involvement. 

Williams said he hopes to 
work with the Student Club for 
Action (SCA) to broaden its 
connections. The SGA has also

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Pierog seeks to balance academics, 
student extra-curricular activities

good balance between 
academics and extra-curricular 
activities is essential in every 
student’s life. , 

As vice president of student 
affairs, Pierog is responsible 
for financial aid, admissions 
and other activities that occur 
outside of the classroom. He is 
also the adviser of SGA. 

Pierog is in his third year at 


BCC, coming here from an~™ 


administrative post at Macon 
Junior College in Georgia. 
Asked the difference between 
the two schools, Pierog said, 
“Essentially all college 
students are the same. What 
makes the difference is. the 
traditions of the area: Students 
are less conservative here and 
there’s more ethnic groups in 
Broome.” 5 

Pierog said there are many 
things he would like to ac- 
complish at BCC, but it’s all a 
question of money, budget and 
politics. 

“BCC is an_ extremely 
complex institution to run, as is 
any community college,’ he 
said, ‘‘but with 7,000 students, 
that makes it even more 
complicated. I’d like to see a 
new sports complex, a new 
union, a new atheletics field. 
But if it’s a choice between

ding the priority in the in- 
structor. Everything has to be 
weighed in proportion.” 

Pierog said he would like to 
see more student involvement, 
but said it is better than it may 
appear. He said that because 
many of the clubs are related to 
curricula, ‘‘a lot of students are 
participating in student ac- 
tivities. Think about that. I’d 
like to see more participation 
and student involvement, but 
I’m a realist.” 

Pierog said student govern- 
ment deserve a fair amount of 
responsibility in deciding how 
student activity money is spent. 

Student government, 


discipline and athletics are the 
three major areas of student 
activity, Pierog said. 

“There are different needs for 
three different students,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Rarely do you see a carry 
over from sports to SGA or 
clubs. There is an importance of 
merging these activities with 
the academic side of BCC.” 

On the issue of alcohol on 
campus, Pierog said, ‘‘A rumor 
has gone around BCC that 
alcohol will not be served at 
BCC. That’s not true. 
Everything is up to the board of 
trustees. 

“For alcohol to be served on 
campus, a member of the ad- 
ministration has to sign for a 
liquor license and he’s liable if 
something should happen and 
no one is too excited about 
signing for the permit.” 

Pierog said he intends to stay 
at BCC for a while. He said he 
enjoys this area more than any 
other that he’s lived in. 

“T think that BCC students 
need to take full advantage of 
all the things that they have 
available to them,”’ Pierog said. 
“They should learn to keep 
things in perspective and not to 
get too serious about certain 
things because the reason 
they’re here is to develop. 

““A student who works 30 or 40 
hours a week bothers me 
because this is the time they’re 
supposed to be enjoying the 
growing process. If you’re not 
careful, you tend to lose your.

On Dec. 18, the Broome County Legislature 
passed a resolution establishing smoking 
guidelines in county buildings, BCC campus 
buildings included. 

The resolution, which became effective 
Jan. 1, restricts smoking in county buildings 
to specific areas. The resolution attempts to 
balance the needs of smokers and non- 
smokers and when those rights conflict, tip 
towards the non-smoker’s rights. 

Smoking is prohibited in all classrooms and 
conference rooms, meetings held in offices 
(unless all participants agree to allow 
smoking), auditoriums, rest rooms, rooms

with copy machines and computer terminal 
rooms. Shared offices where one or more 
occupants object to smoking, libraries (ex- 
cept for offices and break areas), stairwells, 
elevators and storage areas, medical waiting 
and examining rooms, serving areas in 
cafeterias and locker rooms are similarly 
covered by the resolution. 

The resolution allows smoking in the 
following areas: individual offices, hallways 
(except where specifically prohibited), 
lobbies, open work areas, cafeterias or break 
areas wnd wherever smoking is not ab- 
solutely prohibited. 

“T think the idea is good but the resolution

“It’s the most filthy,

didn’t smoke, nor my friends for 
that matter . . . but nine out of 
every 10 GI’s smoked, so it was 
easy to start.” 

Baker said he doesn’t get any 
satisfaction from smoking, but 
when he first started, smoking 
broke the tension and monotony 
for him, ‘‘but in the last 25 
years, it’s been a really stupid 
habit that I’ve been unable to 
break,”’ he said. 

Many times, he said he 
doesn’t realize he is even 
smoking. ‘‘Sometimes I'll light 
up a cigarette without even 
noticing that there is one 
already burning in_ the 
ashtray,”’ he said. “I use up a 
lot of cigarettes that way.” 


Baker said he has often 
wondered whether he would 
quit smoking if it became

Doctor says dangers of smoking 
are evident now, more than ever

There is no longer any question as to whether 
or not people should smoke, according to John A. 
Manzari, a pulmonary specialist for United 
Health Services. The current question is how to 
get them to stop, he says. 

While the media regularly warn us of the 
dangers of smoking, at the same time they ac- 
cept cigarette advertisements, Manzari, 46, said. 

“Tobacco companies are intricately entwined 
in the American industrial community,” he said. 
Major tobacco companies such as Philip Morris, 
Inc. and Grandmet USA own the Seven Up and 
Pepsi Cola companies, and sponsor various 
sporting events like hockey and the Marlboro 
Australian Open for tennis, he explained. 

“Their (tobacco companies’) involvement in 
American life is so diverse and so subtle that we 
seldom realize the messages we are being sent,” 
Manzari said. “‘How can we expect smokers to 
realize the consequences of their habit, when 
each day they are bombarded with subliminal 
encouragements to smoke?” 

Manzari, a former smoker, said peer pressure 
is the main reason many people begin to smoke. 
For those who grew up in the ’50s and ’60s, 
smoking was the “‘in” thing and nobody realized 
its dangers. Today we know that smoking causes 
cancer, heart attacks, emphysema, bronchitis 
and miscarriages, Manzari said. 

With the knowledge of these smoking-related 
diseases, why do so many people continue to 
smoke? classifies smokers in these 
categories: those who have a_ genuine 
psychological or physical addiction; those who

“We live in a hypocritical society which tells 
us it’s bad to smoke, but it’s okay for these 
harmful habits to be advertised,’ Manzari said. 
“Our government subsidizes tobacco companies 
and then spends millions of dollars each year to 
treat tobacco-related diseases,” he added. 

Cigarettes are known to be virtually the only 
cause of 75,000 lung cancer deaths each year in 
the United States, and fires caused by cigarettes 
kill more than 2,300 yearly. 

Working with the effects of cigarette smoking 
everyday, Manzari knows well the harm of 
smoking. He cited one particularly dramatic 
case in which a man lost control of his car while 
trying to light a cigarette. The car rolled over 
into a ditch, and the man was jammed in the his 
car. Waiting for rescue, the man decided he 
needed another cigarette, and in lighting the 
match, caused an explosion of the gas fumes 
caused by the accident. He.died four days later of 
severe burns, but in the meantime suffered from 
hallucinations. The most recurrent of these was 
one in which he imagined a lit cigarette in his 
mouth, but couldn’t remove it. He screamed for 
help, because, he said, it was burning his lips. 

‘How do we get people to stop this harmful 
habit, in spite of the messages we are sent 
through advertisements?“‘They have to be 
totally convinced of their reasons (to quit),”’ 
Manzari said. The four main reasons people quit 
smoking are for health; as a model for children, 
parents or patients; for mastery—a need to feel 
that you, not cigarettes, are running your own 
life; sand aesthetics—a desire to stop smelling of 
smoke

Cancer Society can help you 
kick the smokin

The American Cancer Society 
has an up-to-date quit-smoking 
program that gets smokers. off 
the cigarette habit in two 
weeks. 

This group-structured 
program is called FreshStart. 
Groups of 12 to 15 are led by a 
trained ex-smoker through four, 
one-hour sessions, held during a 
two-week period. 

Bob Gamache, leader of the 
Broome County unit said, “‘the 
FreshStart program _ con- 
centrates on the benefits of not 
smoking. It is a positive 


urinating,” said Firenze. 

Society has already recognized that 
certain acts should be segregated, said 
Firenze, and it should be no different 
for smoking, which is recognized as 
harmful. 

Firenze says that a private room is 
badly needed in the Medical Tech 
building located on Front Street. 

“You can’t breathe in that lobby and 
the ironic thing is that most of the 
smokers are nursing students,” said 
Firenze. 

Firenze advocated ‘‘no smoking’ 
areas in all public places. 

The classic argument, says Firenze, 
is a nonsmoker saying, ‘“‘When I go to a 
bar, I hate a smoke-filled room.” The 
smoker replies, ‘“‘People who drink in 


public are disgusting and some get. 


belligerent.”’ 

Firenze said there is no logic to this 
argument because a person could be 
very drunk, but not affect the health of 
people around him, unless he becomes 
a drunk driver.

Beattie said it would be difficult to make a 
policy on the BCC campus because it’s so 
small. 


“There’s very little space to set aside for 


the smoker and non-smoker . . . if we were 
bigger it would be easier to allot space for the 
smoker and non-smoker.” 


Beattie said a committee is being formed to 
decide how to take action now that the 
legislature has passed the resolution. This 
committee is headed by Mary Schum, 
chairperson of the medical _assistants 
program. 

The committee will decide how BCC will 
enact the legislature’s resolution. 


Non-smoker demands right to breathe clean air 


He said the college should take a poll 
in the cafeteria, where smoking is 
permitted, under the Broome County 
Legislature resolution. If 30 percent 
smoke, give them 30 percent of the 
space to smoke in. A better idea, said 
Firenze, is to erect walls or to install 
ventilation. 

Firenze said nonsmokers must unite 

— to get things done. 

“This campus is a little lax,’’ he said. 
“‘Nonsmokers haven’t gotten 
together.”’ 

You must play by the rules, he said. 
Give the administration a chance to set 
something up. 

“You must fight fair,” said Firenze, 
and if that doesn’t work, fight dirty. 

Firenze said the only reason we 
haven’t outlawed smoking is because of 
the tobacco lobby. : 

“If there is a group of nonsmoking 
students, I would be happy to assist 
them in taking some steps towards 
separation,”’ Firenze said. ‘But it’s 
really not up to me to take the initiative, 
it’s up to them.”

The FreshStart program uses 
group interaction to encourage 
and support change. The 
program offers techniques to 
overcome the three ways in 
which smokers can be linked to 
the habit: chemical addiction, 
habit and psycological 
dependency. 

According to Gamache, most 
smokers are dependent by all 
three and the psycological 
addiction is the hardest to 
break. 

“Smoking is the hardest habit 
to break because, it’s something 
most people do all the time,’’ he 
said. ‘‘An average smoker 
lights up 30 times a day.” 

The idea behind the 
FreshStart program is to get 
smokers off cigarettes as 


quickly as possible, and 
focusing energy on staying quit. 
Strategies to help deal with 
stress and weight control are 
also given at this program. 
“People have to understand 
that quitting involves more than 


throwing away a pack of. 


cigarettes,’’ Gamache said. 
“Tt’s a challenge . . .-one of the 
greatest challenges a smoker 
will face in his lifetime.” 

The next program starts Jan. 


2, 1985. To sign up with the next 
group, call the Broome County 
unit of the American Cancer 
Society at 722-6471. They are 
located on 57 Front St. in 
Binghamton. 

“This program works,’’ said 
Gamache, an ex-smoker, ‘‘the 
success rate is very high.” 

There is self-help material 
available for individuals who 
prefer to quit on their own, at 
the American Cancer Society. 


questionaires participants in 
the FreshStart programs an- 
swer to help them understand 
how they are ‘hooked’ to 
cigarettes. 

If you answered yes to two out 
of three of questions 1, 2, and 3, 
you are chemically addicted to 
cigarettes. If you answered yes 
to two out of three of questions 
4,5, and6, you are habituated to 
smoking. If you answered yes to 
two out of three of questions 7, 8, 
and 9, you are psychologically 
dependent on cigarettes. 

Chemical addiction: Nicotine 
is an addictive substance. If you 
crave cigarettes and cannot 
stand to go a few hours without 
smoking, you probably are 
addicted to nicotine. For 
smokers who are primarily 
addicted, it is usually the first 
few days off cigarettes that are 


however, they may find staying 
off to be as easy or even easier 
than it is for other ex-smokers. 

Habit: The habit aspect of 
smoking involves all of the 
many links between you and 
your cigarettes. These links 
were formed without your © 
awareness. For instance, many 
smokers have a strong habit of 
smoking whenever they drink 
coffee. After a few repetitions, 
the association between 
drinking coffee and smoking 
became a habit. For most 
smokers, there are many bonds 
like this, all of which make 
smoking a strong habit. 

Psycological dependency: 
Using cigarettes to manage 
stress is an example of 
psycological dependency, as 
well as smoking when you are

In the early 1900’s, George F. Johnson, a wealthy pioneer 
of Binghamton industry and an avid baseball fan, funded 
the money to build the George F. Johnson baseball stadium. 

The stadium, which was located in Johnson City by the 
second Stella Ireland Road exit off I-81, was the home field 
for the Triple City Triplets for almost a half century. The 
“Trips” were a notable minor league Yankee farm team 
that nurtured famous Yankee stars like Whitey Ford and 
Thurman Munson. 


In 1968, the Triplets played their last season, and Johnson 
Stadium was demolished to make room for Interstate 81. No 
more season passes, no more hotdogs, popcorn, and no 
more umpires yelling, “Play Ball!”’ 


It wasn’t until a few years ago that a proposal for a new 
stadium was heard. The community as a whole was in favor 
but funds were lacking and the stadium idea took backseat 
to other community projects. In 1981, Mayor Juanita Crabb, 
along with County Executive Carl Young, put the plan into 
action. Crabb, who wants the stadium in the city for easy 
access to everyone, proposed that the stadium be built in 
the loop between the Broome County Arena and Riverside 
Drive. As of now, this spot is where the stadium will be. 

“We are 99% sure that this will be the site,”’said Richard 
Freimark, a Binghamton authority. “If for some un- 
foreseen reason this site does not work out, the stadium will 
be built at Broome Community College.” 

Deputy County Executive Guinan agrees that the loop 
site is the best bet and that BCC would be the alternative.

An injury-plagued BCC varsity hockey squad 
decided to put in an easy night Sunday against 
Erie Community College, the only problem is that 
Erie decided to come to the rink. 

Erie’s first goal only seven seconds into the 
game was the start of a barrage which ended ina 
12-3 Erie romp over the Hornets. 

The loss shattered any hopes the Hornets, 10-5, 
might have had of receiving an invitation to the 
Northeast Districit . playoffs in March. It was the 
second time this season Erie, 11-6, has beated 
Broome. 

“This ends any playoff hopes,’”’ said Broome 
coach Dave Michalak, whose team has six games 
remaining. ‘‘Even if we were invited to the Region 
III tournament, we wouldn’t go.” 

This season’s poor showing has stemmed from 
injuries to many of the key players. According to 
Michalak, Chris Luchek, who re-injured his 
shoulder in Sunday’s rout, may be ready for next 
Saturday’s game against Niagara University at 
the Chenango Ice Rink. Scott Barney, who suf- 
fered a slight concussion in the Erie loss, is 
scheduled to play, as is Joe Mayers who has been 
playing with a broken finger. Defenseman Tim

The funds for the new stadium will come from several 
different sources. According to Guinan, “local funds would 
make up the lion’s share of the money needed to build the 
stadium. Also the county and the city must come up with 
money. 


“We're hoping to attract a AA minor league baseball 
team,”’ Guinan said. ‘The new stadium will be multi- 
purposed. It will be used for local band competitions and 
soccer, along with other events.” 

Latest estimates show the stadium could cost $4.7 million 
if itis built at the loop site and if artifical turf is installed. 

A stadium at the Upper Front Street site could cost $3.5 
million if artificial turf is used. 

Last summer, the cost estimates ranged from $1.6 million 
to $3 million for what county officials now say would have 
been a ‘‘bare bones” stadium. 

The stadium would have an estimated annual operating 
deficit of $79,250. Expenses were estimated at $262,250 and 
revenues were put at $183,000. 

The additional cost of building the stadium at the loop site 
would include $500,000 to build two pedestrian bridges and 
$350,000 to relocate the traffic loop from North Shore Drive 
westbound to the State Street bridge westbound, 

Another $800,000 would be spent to build an enclosure 
wall. About $435,000 would be saved on parking and land- 
scaping if the stadium is built downtown because of existing 
parking ramps. 


Miller has only been playing at 50 percent because 
of a nagging groin injury, and Gary O’Neil has 
been playing with an injured wrist. 

The Hornets also suffer from a lack of practice 
ice time. ‘We are only budgeted for two hours of 
ice time per week,” said Michalak. “It’s kind of 
hard to compete against teams which practice 
four or five times per week. It costs $135 per hour 
and we have to earn whatever money we need to 
practice more than twice a week.” 

Michalak hopes the college will include more ice 
time in next year’s operating budge . “Getting 
more ice time is our number one priority,”’ he 
said. ‘‘The freshmen are just beginning to learn 
our system by the middle of the season. It just, 
takes too long this way.” 

The Erie game was the second game in a row 
that Mendola has faced more than 60 shots. In a 13- 
2 loss to Canton Tech at Lake Placid last week, he 
stopped 50 shots. 

The freshman from Greece Olympia High near 
Rochester stopped 54 shots Sunday. 

With six games remaining, the 10-5 Hornets 
have a chance to better their 13-7-1 record of last 
year. 

The Hornets’ next game will be Saturday, Jan. 
26 at 7:30 p.m.

Hockey Hornets crushed; 
playoff hopes gone 


New BCC standards 
strangle team eligibility

After two losses in their first two 
spring semester games, the BCC men’s 
basketball team seems to be in for a 
tough time the rest of the season. 

The Hornets committed a season- 
high 32 turnovers and lost its third 
straight game, 118-97, at Hudson Valley 
Community College Saturday af- 
ternoon. The Hornets also lost 71-69 on a 
last second shot to the Junior College of 
Albany Friday night in its first game of 
the second semester. 

The Hornets also lost starters Monty 
Clark and Mike Haney due to recent 
changes “in the NJCAA academic 
standards. The standards were 
changed, making all junior college 
athletes complete 12 credit hours per 
semester instead of the previous 10. 

Clark will be sorely missed in the 
rebounding department. According to 
coach Dick Baldwin, ‘“‘We just don’t 
have another 6-foot-4 to take his place,”’ 
he said. “It won’t hurt us much on of- 
fense, we’ve still got good shooting 
from the outside. But we just don’t have 
anyone else as big as Clark to get the 
defénsive rebounds.” 

The academic problems have left 
Baldwin shifting his starting line-up. 


The new starting line-up consists of: 
Gerald ‘Ice’ Wright, an all-Division 
point guard from the Bronx, who will be 
running the offense after playing 
behind Mike Ambrose last semester. 
Bill ‘Cookie’ Jackson, the team’s 
leading scorer will stay at forward, 
along with Tony Sullivan. Jim Chap- 
man will stay at center. 

Replacing Clark at power forward is 
Kevin Terry, a 6-foot-3 freshman from 
Vestal. , 

According to Baldwin, the sixth man 
spot will be split between 5-foot-11 
freshman Dave Kenney, 6-foot-1 senior 
Jim Morrell, and 5-foot-9 senior Mike 
Ambrose. ‘‘We may have problems if 
Chapman gets into foul trouble,”’ said 
Baldwin. ‘“‘We’ve only got 10 eligible 
players, and our bench is a little weak 
because of the academic problems.” 

In the Hudson Valley game Tony 
Sullivan led the Hornets with a season- 
high 32 points. Kevin Terry, who scored 
eight points, grabbed 13 of the team’s 37 
rebounds. 

Bill Jackson, who averages almost 19 
points per game, scored 14 points. 

The Hornets will be at home tonight 
against Morrisville Tech and will play 
away next Monday and Wednesday 
against Herkimer and Delhi.

The Lady Hornets had pulled to within four points of the 
Cazzies with six minutes to play but ran out of gas, losing 57- 


43. 

“The highlight of the game had to be the success of our 
triangle-and-two (part zone, part man-to-man) defense,” . 
Van Dunk said. ‘‘We held their two high-scoring guards to a. 
combined total of 11 points,” he added. 


The outnumbered Hornets never had a chance two days 
earlier when Alfred Tech invaded the Hornets’ Nest and beat 
the home team 73-51. Tech brought a full roster of 12 or 13 
players and substituted freely, wearing down the Lady 
Hornets with a full-court press. v 

“They kept the full-court press on us the entire first half 
and most of the second,” Van Dunk said. 

Playing most of the game with a sprained ankle; guard Sue 
Bates led the Lady Hornets in scoring with 15 points. Bates _ 
also pulled down 15 rebounds, as did forward Becky 
Shrauger. Shelly Smith, another guard, chipped in 14 points 
for the Hornets. , 


The revised Hornet offense now consists of Jackie Criddle 
bringing the ball down, Bates and Smith at the wings, and 
Shrauger and Denise Benowski at the low posts.

other problems. His brother, who he 
supported through law school, is now 
the D.A., with one major goal—to fight 
crime. And who is the biggest criminal 
around? That’s right--Johnny 
Dangerously. 

Except there’s another catch. 
Dangerously’s true identity is a 
mystery and his brother Tommy, the 
D.A. knows nothing about Johnny being 
the notorious Johnny Dangerously. 
Tommy thinks his brother is Johnny 
Kelly, the famous night club owner. 
(Dangerously’s gang also owns a night 
club.) so, needless to say, Johnny has his 
hands tied.

The Sicilian, by Mario Puzo, is a 
finely crafted novel.

which is the mafia in Sicily. The book is 
about Guiliano. He is ‘‘The Sicilian.” 


Guiliano is an amazing character. He 
is a hero. Different from the more 
realistic antihero Don Corleone of The 
Godfather, Guiliano is the material for 
a legend. At the age of twenty he and his 
closest friend, Aspanu Pisciotta, 
became outlaws for killing a sergeant 
of the carabinieri (police). Guiliano 
was shot by the sergeant with a rifle 
and was taken to a monastery by 
Pisciotta to recuperate. 


Since he was wounded so badly and 
recovered so well Guiliano felt that 
nothing could harm him. He formed a 
band of outlaws to help the poor of 
Sicily. Everyone that met him grew to 


nd lifelike 


respect him greatly, even his enemies. 
When freeing two famous bandits from 
jail, in return they would join his band, 
a corporal tried to shoot him but the gun 
misfunctioned and didn’t fire. This only 
strengthened his belief that nothing 
could harm him. Because the corporal 
was surrounded by Guiliano’s men 
when he tried to shoot him and would 
have been killed Guiliano let him live 
because he respected such a thing in a 
person and also because he ‘‘confirmed 
his ... immortality.”” The corporal was 
later to join his band of outlaws. 

The Sicilian is divided into five 
sections. Book I is titled Michael 
Corleone, 1950. Book II is titled Turi 
Guiliano, 1943. Book III returns to 
Michael Corleone, 1950. Book IV is Don 
Croce, 1947. Don Croce is the head of the 
“Friends of the Friends.’’ Book V is 
Turi Guiliano and Michael Corleone, 
1950.

With the untimely death of Randy 
Rhoads in 1982, guitar greats have 
come and gone, but no guitarist is 
established as ‘‘the best.”’ They are all 
great in their own right. 

Here’s a ranking of the 10 best 
guitarists. 

1. Yngwie Malmsteen...who? This 
young Swede is the hottest metal 
guitarist in the world today.

Onstage his style is a little 
too Ritchie Blackmore-influenced, but 
the man can play. His previous bands 
include Rising Foree, Steeler and 
Alcatrazz.

Sykes’ career 
began with the Tygers of Pan Tang and 
after he left, that group went down the 
tubes. Sykes revitalized Thin Lizzy and 
helped make their final tour a success. 
Since Sykes joined Whitesnake, they’re 
enjoying their most successful album.

Teazer is a relatively new top 40 band 
on the entertainment circuit.

Teazer plays 
current songs that people naturally like 
to hear, but they want someone who 
sounds like Madonna to sing her 
current hit.

Drummer Mike Kurutz who has just 
started with the band is a strong focal 
point for them. He keeps a steady beat 
and sings well enough. Such Songs sung 
by him are: The Cars’ “You Might 


+. Think” and “Magic” and John Cafferty 
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and the Beaver Brown Band’s “‘On the 
Dark Side.”” The Romantics ‘Talking in 
Your Sleep” was entirely out of sync 
and was way too fast. 

Lead singer Debbie Brener really has 

the will but sometimes her voice just 
doesn’t find its way. She sings such 
songs as: Bette Midler’s “Beast of 
Burden,”’ Madonna’s ‘‘Like a Virgin,” 
Cyndi Lauper’s ‘“‘She Bop,” and Bob 
Seeger’s “Old Time Rock ’n Roll’ 
which was doused with a saxophone 
solo that made everyone turn their head 
when he hit the wrong key.

Don Croce Mato, the head of the 
mafia in Sicily, has helped Turi 
Guiliano from the very beginning. The 
reason for this is that Don Croce does 
not have a son, a natural heir to his 
fortune and position. He considers 
Guiliano to be the perfect man for this 
position. He planned to have Turi’s 
band be his strong arm. But Turi does 
not go along with this. He is against the 
mafia because they work against the 
poor. And so they become enemies. 

While telling the story Puzo also gives 


the reader much history of Sicily as 
well as history of the mafia. This is as 
intriguing as the story, if not more. 

The only thing I find problems with is 
that Puzo didn’t have to use Michael 
Corleone in the story. I think the only 
reason he did this is to attract readers. 
It doesn’t hurt the novel, but it could 
have been written without it. 

The Sicilian, at 410 pages, is plenty of 
great reading. The ending is quite a 
twist, however not totally un- 
predictable. But there is another, more 
surprising twist toward the very end.

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Car accidents put a damper

Two tragic car accidents have 
marred the beginning of the new year 
and stunned the rock world. 

On December 8, Motley Crue vocalist 
Vince Neil lost control of his Pantera

sports car trying to avoid a parked fire 
engine. Neils car crashed into another 
car coming in the opposite direction. 
The passenger in Neil’s car, Hanoi 
Rocks drummer Razzle, and the oc- 
cupants of the other car were all taken 
to a LA hospital where Razzle (real 
name Nick Dingley) and the other 
driver later died. 

Neil (real name Vince Wharton) has 
been charged with two counts of 
manslaugher but is currently out on 
$2,500 bail. Neil faces a possible 20-year 
sentence. 


On Jan. 18, Vince Neil pleaded not 
guilty in a pre-trial hearing in L.A. A 
spokesperson for Hanoi Rocks stated 
that there’s no hard feeling towards 
Neil and that it’s bad enough that 
Razzle is dead; it would be worse if Neil 
had to go to jail. Razzle would not have 
wanted Neil to go to jail. 

The other car accident occurred in 
England on New Year’s Day as Def 
Leppard drummer Rick Allen lost 
control of his sports car and crashed 
into a tree. The near fatal accident cost 
Allen his left arm as it was severed in 
the accident and had to be amputated.
